Fozaſmuche as theſated acte founded vpon 
ſondzic and holſome conſiderations conteined in theſame,hathe lithen been by diuers and many fearelelle 
ſubiectes, moſt dil obe diently and ſtubbernelp, infringed, bꝛoken and neglected, to the greate cõtempt of his 
maieſties lawes, ⁊ the notable offence alſo of almightie god, who hath commaunded pꝛinces oꝛdinances, to 
be obſ erued, not only foꝛ feare of their indignation, but alſo foꝛ coſcience lake. Dis mateſtte hauyng due con» 
ſideratton of the great ſcarcetie of victual, ⁊ ſpecially of fleſhe, that is growen within this realme, ⁊ that by 
thabſlinence of catyng of flech in times pꝛohibited muche kleſh is bꝛed # encreaſed.to the continuall # moze 
plentiful ſuſtenaunec of his ſubie:te⁊, moſt ſtreightly chargeth and tommaundeth, that from and after the 
makyng of this his highneſe pꝛelent Pꝛoclamation, and publiſhyng of thelame, no manner of perſone, oꝛ 
perſones, dwellyng, inhabityng, reſiaunt, oꝛ abidyng, within this his rcalme of Englande, oz any other his 
Dominions, oꝛ territoꝛies, hauyng no licence of his highneſle to eate licthe in the times pꝛohibited by the

And that no Butcher, ne other perſone, after the makyng of this pꝛoclamationcexcept he ſhalbe ſpecially 
licenced by his highneſſe, vnder the great ſeale of Englande)ſhal ſel any fleche, beyng dead, within his ſaicd 
Kealme,oz Dominions, to be eaten in, oꝛ bpon, any the daies, oꝛ times pꝛohibited by theſated acte, dpon lil 
peine, and peines, as is befoze laſt expꝛeſſed, and limited. 


Ind foꝛ the better example to be geuen by theim whiche haue any licence, his maieſties pleaſure is, that 


no maner of perſone, oꝛ perſones, hauyng any licence by his maieſties lettres patentes, oꝛ pꝛiuileged by the 
ſaied eſtatute to cate f leche, do in any wile cate theſame fleſhe, vpon any daies pꝛohibited, in any open place 
of his, oꝛ their houſe, oꝛ in any ſuche aſſemblie, as thei vſe on other daies accuſtomed, foz eatyng of fleche, 
but that he and thei hauyng licence, vſe theſame ſecretly, and modeſtly, 

And that aſ wel the Maioꝛ of London foꝛ the time beyng, as all Juſtices of peace, æ all other Maioꝛs, 
cherifes, bailefeg, conſtables, and hed Officers, of al and enerp, citie, countie, boꝛough, Toune, and Uillage, 
within this his realme of Englãde, and all other his highneſſe dominiõs, and territoꝛies as thei wil auoide 
his highneſſe diſpleaſure, and indignation, ⁊ wil further aunſwer at their peril, do from time to time after 
the makyng of this his highneſle pzoclamation, within their rules, iuriſdictions, aucthozities, pꝛecinctes, a

Ind that al and euerie his loupng and true ſubiecte s, be from time to time, aidyng, helpyng, and aſſiſt- 
yng to all and cuerie ſuche Maioꝛ and Maioꝛs, Juſtices, and other officers afoꝛeſaied, in the doyng, and 
executyng of theffect and purpoꝛt of this his highneſſe pꝛoclamation, as thei wil aunſ were to his Mateſtie 
bpon their vttermoſt peril, and as thei wil auoide his highnelle greuous indignation, and diſpleaſure, 
F oz certeinly,ſuche is the kinges determinate purpole, to haue this thꝛoughly executed,
